FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
Vienna, 04. 10. We have Advice of the Auttrian 
Army’s “moving gradually towards the Nonh, fo 
that tie Town of Plan was become the — Qua- 
grer, and the Right extended to Cutten Pian, while 
Merizel was pofted near to Egra, The French, to 
opviate the Coufequences of uuis Pofiuon, which tead- 








ed towards cutting them more and more from Prague, 
and even from Kgra, if not from Amberg, attempted, 
with 3000 Men and Cannon, to ditlodge Mentzel, 
who receiv’d them fo wel} as to beat them back with 
the Lofs of 208 Prifoners, befides what was kill’d and 
wounded, After which the whole French Generality 
came out of their Wood witli 4000 Men to'recon- 
notire the Auftrians; but haften’d back upon the firft 
Appeasance of the Huflars, who waiied upon them to 
their very Camp. In the mean while the Prince de 
Deux Ponts atsiv’d at the French Army with ten 
Poftillions, to give Notice of the raifing of the Siege 
and Blockade of Prague, where the French are how- 
ever almoft as much thut up as ever io the Welt, and 
it is thought will be more fo 1n a fhort Time; for be- 
fides all the irregular Forces that are gacheting for that 
Purpofe, of which feveral, who reiir’d, have been 
prevail’d upon to return, four Regiments of Cavalry, 
viz. St. Ignon, Dolion, Wurtenberg and Birkenteld, 
are march’d from the main Army to Leuthmeritz, 
from whence they Will, with the others, have an Eye 
to the Morions of the French towards Saxony and the 
Eaft. We-hear that M. de Maullebois has at jait taken 
the Refolution to retire out of Bohemia through the 
Woods by which he enter’d 5 and it’s believ’d, by 
Seckendorff’s being at Landau upon the liler, and upon 
a ftrong Garrifon’s having been tra:fported from 
Straubing to Deckendorf, that his Intention is to go 
into Bavaria, with a Detigy to fetze upon Paffau.

The Motions of Martha! Maievois having given 
Room to prefiume that his Dehgn was to get ‘aroug! 
this Circle, in order to jot Marfhal Broy io at Les- 
mariiz, or fome other oft on che Elb, t.e Grand 
Duke pofted the Hungarian Troops in ihe Defies of 
Carelfbad, Ardelcfkakora, Watez: and Drabiniiz : 
At the fame time the Army continiucd ts March to 
this Place, which is a very good Poit, troin whence 
we can eafily turn to Marfhai Maillebois, or to Mar- 
fhal Broglio, as we fee Occalion, General Nadafty 
writes this Day, that, to judge by Appearances, there 
was Reafon to think tha the Enemy have abandon’d 
the Projeét of a Junction, and that weir Army was 
returning towards Egra: [his is attirm’d by tome of 
their Deferters; but the Great Duke wai's tor more 
certain Intelligence on this Head, that ne may eith.r 
march again towards Igra, or take the Rouse to 
Prague. 

Drefden, 08. 24. The Duke of Weiflenfels is come 
hither, in order to take, with Count Rurowski, fome 
more effectual Refolution for the Defence ot thete 
Frontiers againft the French Mauroders, and to pre- 
vent Diforders. The Diftrefs of Marfhai Mailiebois 
increafes from the Want of Provifions and the Difficul- 
ties of Marching, according to his fuppos’d Vetign, 
towards the Danube, or indeed ef moving at ail with- 
out great Hazard. A Party of about 2 or 300 French, 
chietly Officers as is rc ported, went to Caaden, not know- 
ing that the Auftrians were there, troam whence they 
endeavour'd alierwards, in vain, toefcape: Some gor 
into Churches and Convents, but the Pandours did uot 
refpeét thofe Santtuaries,and continued their Siaugiter, 
which Nadafti,. their Commander, could not itop, 
tho’ it is faid he fav’d the Life of the Chief of thar 
Detachment. The Huffats have taken S00 Oxen, and 
fome Provifions intended for Prague. ‘This Court is 
inform’d from feveral Places, that there is a peftilential 
Difternper raging in Hungary towards the Frontiers of 
Poland, and has directed the Chancellor of tiiat Re- 
publick to iffue ouc fuch Orders as were given in 
1739, on the fame Occafion, to prevent all Cominu- 
nication with that Neighbourhoou. 

Hanover, 07.26. Letters from the Frontiers of Bo- 
hemia affure us, that 7000 Fresich Horfeand Dragoons 
have been entirely roured by a great Body of Aultnan 
Huffars, thatal) the Hofpitals ai-Eyra have been crowd- 
ed with Wounded, and that 7 or 800 Men have been 
either kill'd or taken. This happen’d en tiie 16th. 

Paris, OF. 22. The Courts inas receiv’d an Exprefs 
from M. Bufly, with Advice, tnat the King of Great 
Britain’s Voyage to Fianders is sot only tard afide, bur 
that the Meatures concerned for opening the Cam 
paign with tue Siege of Dunkirk are quite broken.

We have receiv’s a private Letter irom Marhal 
Maillebois’s Army, which was then wiihin intee 
Leagues of Egra, amporting, that the Garnfon adual- 
ly left at Prague coniifts ot gooo Men ; that Marthal 
Brogito has join’d the Army with the 12,000 Men 
which he brought out ot that City; and thar the two 
Marfhals are now in figiat of the knemy, waiting oniy 
for a favourable Opportunity to give them Battle 
and thereby open tnemfelves a Watiage diredl'y to 
Vienna. It is faid that there are frequent Skirmithes 
between the two Armies, which are equally difadvan- 
tageous to both. We are aifo affur’d, that the French 
intend to march to Lintz and lay Siege to that Puce. 
Phis Account does not carry a very authemtick Air 
with ii; for in the firtt Place the Freuch, it tems, 
are t0 march direttly to Vienna, if chey gain a Victory 
over the Great Duke of Tuicany; but as tiey may, 
perhaps, be toon forced to take up Wiv.ter Quarters in 
Bavaria, we are afierwards told, undoubtedly to falve 
their Honour, that they are going to lay Siege to 
Lintz.— But whatever Difappointnents they may 
mm et with, let not Britons run away with a Noon 
that Europe is fafe, while France has got any Footing 
in the Empite, while the Libertwes of Britain thd 
tottering, and her Trade in a manner b ought to the 
Brink ot Ruin, for fear of imitating an Enemy or 
difobliging an Ally.
